There will be a rally today at 
twelve noon on the quad, to dis- 
cuss the tssue of whether campus 
police should be armed. 

The New Life Collective, which 
has been passing out leaflets this 
week announcing the rally and lis- 
ting reasons for their opposition to 
the arming of the campus police. 
has also requested that students 


wear black armbands to show 
solidarity. 
The Faculty Senate last 


Wednesday passed a resolution 
which “strongly opposes arming of 
Campus Police except as man- 





dated by law. Board of Turstee ac- 
tion and current regulations.” 

The Student Senate thus far has 
not passed a resolution on the gun 
issue except one on April 28 asking 
President Bond to postpone his 
final decision on guns until after 
student, faculty. and staff opinions 
had been heard. Bond has said that 
he has “every intention of con- 
sulting with the entire campus” on 
the gun issue 

The New Life Collective's 
leaflet states that guns are not a 
deterrent to crime, since the U.S

(ZNS) The Wall Street Journal 
reports that Senate investigators 
have uncovered what 1s called “the 
missing link” in the Watergate 


case: they reportedly have es- 
tablished a direct connection 
between the $100,000 Howard 


Hughes gift to Richard Nixon and 
the break-in itself 

According to the Journal, the 
real story behind the Watergate 
burglary begins in March of 1970 
when Richard Danner, a top 
Hughes aide, held at least three 
secret meetings with John Mitchell 
in Mitchell’s Justice Department 
office 

At these meetings, says the 
Journal, Mitchell reportedly as- 
sured Danner that the Justice 
Department would permit Howard 
Hughes to purchase the Dunes 
Hotel, which would be Hughes’ 


sixth resort-hotel in the Las Vegas 
area 

The Journal states that Mitchell 
1s Said to have given the go-ahead 
despite the fact that the Justice 
Department's anti-trust division 
was on record as being strongly op- 
posed to Hughes’ buying another 
major hotel in Las Vegas. 

The newspaper says that 
Danner left the meeting with Mit- 
chell, flew to Florida to meet with 
Bebe Rebozo, flew to Las Vegas 
and returned to Florida with 
$50,000 in cash which he gave to 
Rebozo. A similar $50,000 cash 
payment to Rebozo had been made 
before the Mitchell-Danner 
meetings, the Journal states.

Their underly- 
ing principles were simple: pay as 
little as (backed by your 
government) you can _ force 
foreigners to accept for their raw 
materials; increase minerals out put 
abroad in accordance with your 
own national needs; process other 
people's natural resources in your 
own country to enforce 
dependence upon you as a market 
and to accelerate your own growth; 
in collusion with your government 

using tariffs, import restrictions, 
and currency manipulations 
charge as much as you can compe!

exports regardless of the extorted 
cheapness of your materials im- 
ports, price your materials-bearing 
products at whatever the traffic 
will bear in domestic markets, with 
prices rising to just below that 
point at which social! disorder 
might be provoked but never below 
that at which price advances at 
least equal wage increases.

But now the back of the trust- 
cartel system has been broken bya 
revolution becoming global in 
scope. This ts neither the place nor 
the time to detail now the trusts 
and cartels have functioned. The 
Congrcss of the United States, in 
any case, 1s Moving towards just 
such a study, at least with respect to 
mineral fuels. That the inquiry will 
extend to all critical materials 
seems unquestioned. The mood of 
Congress is towards assuring 
national self-sufficiency in all 
critical economic areas; and the 
trusts and cartels, Congress 
realizes, have failed to give the U.S. 
the guarantees it wants against 
shortages 
What makes the time ripe for 
this revolt? Virtual collapse of the 
world monetary order; the uncer- 
tainty of money; the instability of 
every leading currency in the 
world. The basic tenet of the theory 
ot international trade, to whatever 
school of economics the 
theoretician may belong, ts that 
money is neutral As one 
economist has summed it, “Tne 
first of the major simplifying as- 
sumptions ... is often referred to as 


the neutrality of money We deal 


with a pure barter economy in 


which monetary magnitudes have 
no influence on relative prices. The 
only function that money performs 
is to set the ahso/ute price level { of 
goods in international trade].” (H 
Robert Heller, International 
Trade, Prentice-Hall, Inc. p. 5) 

Moncey, however, has ceased to 
be neutral. Guesswork is involved 
as to the future value of the dollar. 
the yen, sterling, etc. Even with fix- 
ed-parity guarantees in_ inter- 
national contracts. there is no 
corresponding guarantee that 
differential commodity prices will 








not swing so widely as to disad- 
vantage (or advantage) the seller of 
minerals. In real terms, instabilities 
of world currencies mean that the 
absolute price level at which tran- 
sactions are contracted in world 
trade ts not the absolute price level 
at which transactions are com- 
pleted in the delivery of 
goods—not when the purchasing 
power of the price received for ex- 
ports may change drastically over 
time, or even overnight. Unstable 
money i aggressive money, used 
aggressively. It is not neutral 

To pile paradox on paradox, it 
is general knowledge that at least 
some. of the minerals-producing 
LDCs have attempted to preserve 
the neutrality of their money 
receipts by purchasing and ac- 
cumulating gold. They have been 
prompted to do so by the losses 
they suffered as money cast off its 
neutral character and as world in- 
flation resulted. Their experience 
with the dollar ts a case in point, 
especially for petroleum 
producers 

in January 1974, one U.S 
dollar could purchase at wholesale 
what 83 cents would have pur- 
chased one year earlier and what 
30.8 cents would have purchased in 
1930. Excluding direct and in- 
direct effects of oil price increases, 
the best estimate | can now make ts 
an If percent rise in world 
wholesale prices in 1974 
Economists of otl-exporting coun- 
tries are employing much the same 
figure, with critical consequences 
on the decisions they are reaching 
The ten per cent U.S. dollar 
devaluation of 1973 cost the Arab- 
Iranian of exporters some $350 
million in foreign exchange. In ad- 
dition, the 1973 worldwide rise in 
wholesale prices cost them another 
$525 millon in effective pur- 
chasing power of their savings, for 
a total loss of $875 million in the in- 
trinsic value of their holdings of 
foreign currencies and equivalents 
if 1974 wholesale non-petroleum 
prices behave as expected. the 
cumulative loss in the purchasing 
power of their savings alone since 
1972 would approximate $1.2 
billion by 1974 year-end, equal to

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an unpaid output of about 350 
million barrels of crude oil at the 
average U.S. price of $3.43 per 
barrel of 1971-72 


Europe Takes The Plunge 


There is no reasonto doubt that 
the Arab and African minerals 
producers, plus Iran, will enter into 


cooperative economic planning 
with the European Economic 
Community (EEC or Common 


Market). In so doing, they would 
answer the question of what part of 
their natural resources belongs to 
their future generations. The 
answer is that most of them belong 
to the future, transformed in 
character from wasting assets to 
enduring assets through their ex- 
change for capital goods and the 
building up of self-expansive in- 
dustries to provide nsing and more 
varied standards of life for those 
now living and those still unborn. 
EEC advances towards joint 
development of Africa-Arabia- 
Iran are simultaneously European 
initiatives and responses to the 
problems and the revolt of the 
LDCs. The tendency. as has been 
demanded by Saudi Arabia speak- 
ing for all Arab oil producers, will 
be towards direct barter of 
minerals exports to Europe tor the 
input of industrialization by 
Europe into the lands south of the 
Mediterranean. Japan will play a 
part in this overall plan for the in- 
dustrialization of these specific 
LDCs 

Certain very important conse- 
quences follow, including etfects 
upon the United States. First of the 
consequences is that Europe must 
make one of two choices. Over the 
longer term, it must accept 
limitation upon the growth of its 
living standards (perhaps, even, 
some reduction) because it must 
shipto Atrica-Arabia real products 
which otherwise would be 
available for European use and 
consumption. Or, European out- 
put must expand sutficiently both 
to provide a rise in living standards 
and to meet the large and rapidly 
growing needs for industrialization 
of Africa-Arabia. 

if the former is chosen, there 
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will nevertheless be a substantial 
increase in materials requirements, 
the amount determined by the 
specifics of the industrial 
equipment and systems which 
Europe will ship in exchange for 
minerals. As Africa-Arabia-Iran 
develop industrially, their own 
local demand for minerals will rise 
in addition to the added demand in 
Europe, especially as productive 
facilities come on stream and 
themselves tend to expand 
Therefore, under the most conser- 
vative of assumptions, the 
tendency will be for minerals and 
other materials to increase in scar- 
city vis-a-vis the requirements for 
them of today’s advanced nations 

In short, the scarcity of minerals 
will tend to become more acute for 
all developed nations as time 
passes. This will not happen over- 
rught; but happen it will. And when 
it occurs it will answer the question 
of to whom undeveloped resources 
belong. The answer rules out the 
right of might to seize and exploit 
them. It affirms that undeveloped 
resources belong to those who, ex- 
ploiting them, leave more behind 
than they remove, measured in the 
capacity of peoples to flourish even 
though their exhaustible resources 
vanishina process of exchange for 
expansible resources 

The government of Guyana, tor 
example, has already taken over 
the bauxite (aluminum — ore) 
deposits previously owned by 
Alcan Aluminium, Ltd., and has 
indicated intention to nationalize 
those of America’s Reynolds 
Metals Co The Alcan 
nationalization occurred before 
the March 1974 meeting in Conak- 
ry, Guinea of bauxite represen- 
tatives from Yugoslavia, Guyana, 
Jamaica, Sierra Leone, Surinam, 


Australia, and Guinea each of 
them producers of bauxite 
although Brazil, Indonesia, 


Venezuela, and other national 
producers were not present. At that 
meeting, the first inkling was given 
of concerted action by bauxite 
producers to raise the world prices 
for the ore. Somebody, _ in- 
cidentally, has failed so tar to call 
this blackmail, perhaps because 
aluminum is among the world’s 
most abundant minerals, thoughin 
highly varied concentrations 
among orebodies 
A Fumbling Giant 

What seems certain is that U.S. 
access to overseas minerals is going 
to become severely restricted 
and not only petroleum. In ap- 
parent anticipation of diminishing 
U.S. access to overseas minerals on

The Steely Dan pianist (who 
played on a grand piano—the 
other pianist used an electric 
piano) was a tall, lanky, gaunt 
looking man, and apparently the 
leader of the group. At times he 
would step away from his piano 
and direct the rest of the group as 
much as an orchestra leader might 
direct an orchestra. Banging away 
at his grand piano or waving his 
arms wildly in the air, dressed ina 
black coat, hair long and 
disheveled: he resembled a 
Morart or Beethoven. He also sang

As Steely Dan began their third 
number, most of the packed 
auditorium stood up and started 
dancing. The music was “Do It 
Again,” their first hit single and a 
familiar tune to almost everyone 
there.
